CHAPTER 1. 


Generai. and Politicae. 

1. Situation, Boundary, Area and Size. — The State of 
Banswara lies between 23 ° 3 ' and 23°56' north latitude and 73°58’ and 
74°47’ east longitude and is situated in the extreme south of Rajputana^ 
and touches the Pancli Mahal district and Sunth State of the Bomba)’ 
Presidency. It is bounded on the north by Mewar and Dungarpur 
States, on the east by Rutlani, Partabgarh and Mewar States, on the 
south b\’ the Panch Mahal District of Jhalod and on the west by the 
Dungarpur and Sunth States. It covers an area of 1,946 square miles 
including Patta Kushalgarh. It is in regard to size eleventh among the 
States of Rajputana. 

2. Derivation of the name. — Banswara is said to be a corrupted 

fo'm of Vasnawara, and the territory takes its name from a Bhil chief- 
tain, \’'asna, whose Pal or village was on the site of the present Capital, 

and who was defeated and slain about 1530 A. D by Maharnwal jagmal- 
Sinhji, the founder of the house. Others assert tha' the word means the 
country (wara) of the bamboos (Bans). 

3. Configuration, hills, scenery, rivers, lakes, geology, clim= 
ate and temperature. — The cemral and western portions are compara- 
tively open an^ well cultivated, there is little or no forest in this 
direction, but the landscape is relieved from dullness by numerous Mahua, 

babul and palmtrees. The south-west is better wooded and much broken 

up by hillocks and ravines, while the rest of the enunt’v, particubarly 
in the south and cast is a mass of rugged hilis, rocks, scrub-jungle and 
wood land. 'I he open country in the centre is about 700 feet above the 
sea, and the ground slopes gradvially towatds the M'lhi river on the 
west; the eastern half of the Slate, on the other hand, is traversed bv 
ranges of hill.-s, iiinning generally north and soiuli and having an average 
height of 1,300 or 1,400 feet above sea le\ei though there ate two or 
three peaks in height of 1,7 00 and cne (about si.v mdes north ol Kushalgarh) 
of 1,988 feet. banswara has hern described as the most beautiful 
portion of Kaipntana; it looks its best just alter tlie rains, u lien the varied 
hues of tlie foliage, the luxuriant growth of the tall grasses, and the 
streams dashing down the hillsides or purling tiirough shidy glens, between 
banks fringed with ferns and flowers, present a most pleasing i)ic-ture. 
The State is on the whole well supplied with livers and streams, and 
ao absolute water famine is scarcely possible. Tlic principal rivers are the 
Mahi, the Anas, the Eran, the Chip and the fiaran. Numeroits artificial 



tanks exist in the state> but none are of any great size, and many breached 
and need repairs. Among the most important are at Naogama. Talwara, 
Wagidora and Wajwana in the centre; at Asan, Ganora and Ghatol 
in the nortli; at Khodan and Metwala in the north-west; at Arthuna in 
the west and Kalinjira in the south; and several at or near the Capitah 
notably the Bai Talao. In the western p'irt of Banswara the rocks consist 
of gneiss, which rest unconformably a few outliers of the schists 
and quartzites of the Arnvalli and Delhi systems respectively", while 
in the east these rocks are covered by the Deccan trap- The climate ol 

Banswara can be said relax ng and generally unpleasent, fevers of a 
mdignant nature prevail during the two months succeeding the rains. The 
av'erage temperature at the Ca[)ital varies from 90^ to 1^0° in hot monlhs> 
from to 9G° in rainv sea<an, and from to 75^ in cold weather 
and to be slightly less in the district. Water very rarely jreezc'^ 
in the winter; but hoar frost is sometimes found on the ground in 
January and Febrnarv. 

4 Population.-'*rhe population of the State was 1,87,4G8 souls at 

the census of 1911, cf whom ab ur 9^ are Bhdls, n tribe of animistic faith. 
Of the total population of the Stat about are agriculturists. 

а. Revenue, Expenditure and tribute.—The a^mual actual gross 
revenue excluding Jagir and Muaii lands based on an average of last 5 years 
was 4.89,489/ and the average annual expenditure for the same period 
was Rs, 4.00,710/'. The annual tiibute payable to British Government is 
Rs. 17,500/., 

б. The Ruling family. — The Ruling Family of Banswara belongs 
to the Aharia Sub -division of Sisodir clan of Rajputs. U is a junior 
Branch of the family now ruling at Dmgarpar, which, in its turn, has 
descended from an elder branch of the family now ruling at Udaipur 

7. His Highness and Family. — His Highness the present Maha. 
rawal Sahib Rai Rayan iMaharaWdl Saliib Shri Pirthi Sinuji l^ahadur was 
born on loth July' 1888, and is liUt in descent from Maharawal Jagmal 
Sinhji, the founder of the house. His Highness has seven brothers, two 
(lie son, Maharaj Raj Kunwar Chandraveer Sinhji, the heir 
app went, and two daughters by the late Maharani and one daughter by the 
present Senior Maharani Sahiba, the daughter of the chief of Malia and one 
scn has since born to the Junior Maharani Sahiba with whom His Highness 
ihe Maharawal Sahib Bahadur had contracted a marriage on the 19ih Mav 
1 920. The lady is the sist« r of Flis Highness the Maharaia Doulat wSinhji 
of (dar State in Gujerat. 

S. His Highness and his family’s health.-The health of 
Highness as well as of other members of the fam;!y was on the whoU 
good. 

Ih Education of the Ruling family* — During the year under 
report Shriman Maharaj Raj Kunwar Sahib coniinued to progress well 
in education under the tutelage of Pandit Raghunandan 

Maharaj Sliankar Sinhji, the youngest brother of His Highness, ’ozned 



the Mayo College, Ajmer, on the 16th. Jnly ]920. Both he and Maharaj 
Sawai Raj Singji continued to make good progress in their studies at 
the College during the year under notice. 

10. His Majesty’s Birthday. — His Majesty the king Emperor’s 
birthday fell this year on Saturday the 5th. June 1020. As the Peace Treaty 
had been signed, and the success of great principle of freedom, justice, re- 
habilitation of international morality and sanctity of treaties, for which 
Great Britain had to sacrifice much with her allies, had been achieved in 
consequence of overthrow of the world wide enemy, Germany and her allies, 
His Majesty’s birthday was celebrated with much eclat. The day was observ- 
ed as a public holiday; A Royal salute of 3I guns was fired at day-break- 
Thanksgiving congregations and prayers were held by Hindoos and Moham- 
madans in their respective temples and mosques for the long life and prospe* 
r.ty of His Imperial Majesty. All the prisoners in the jail were sumptuous- 
ly fed and five of them were releasctd in the Darbar presided over by His 
Highness the Maharawal Sahib Bahadur held in honour of the occasion- 
while the State Band, playing in front of the Darbar-'Hall, accelerated tb.e 
magnificence of the occasion, 

11. His Highness’ Birthday. -His Highness the Mahaiawal S.ihib 
Bahadur’s birthday which fell on 22nd. June 1920 was celebrated with 
great pomp and I'ejoicings. The whole town of Banswara was enfete that 
day. A salute of 15 guns was fired at day-break, and at yA.lNI. sweets 
were distributed to the children of the town. At S.SOA.iM. a llarbar 
was h Id at the palace; all the prisoners were sumptuously fed, and l<) 
of them were released. At 4 P.M. School Sports were held in the 
Kushalbagh Maidan, and the prizes were distributed by His Highness to 
winners of various events. In the morning at nine o'clock of the 23 rd. 
June 1920 School prize distribution under the pre.sidency of His Highness 
took place and thereafter sweets were distributed to school children. In 
the afternoon various general sports were held in the Kushalbagh Maidan 
and His Highness gave away prizes to winners of the sports. In 
the evening at 8 I^.M. fire works were displayed in the said Maidan. 

12. Movement of His Highness.— On 2Gih. January 1920, His 
Highness the Maharawal Sahib Bahadur paid a visit to Mangodi in Gnj.rat, 
from where he returned to the capital on the 17th. February 1920. 

Again on 23rd. February 1920, he visited .Alalia in Gnjerat and 
returned on the 1st. March 1920. 

On 5th. May 1920, he joined the Chiefs’ Conference at Mount Abu, 
and after contracting marriage at Himmatnagar ( Idar ) returned to the 
capital on the dOth. May 1920. 

13. "Visit of Political officers and other distinguished 
personages. — In january 1920 Major H. M. kield, I. A., Political .Agent- 
Southern Rajputana States, visited Banswara. 

In September 1920 W. H. J, "Wilkinson Esquire C. I.E., I. C. S., 
Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States, paid a visit to Banswara which 
was informal except for salute on anaval. 



14. Change in the personnel in -Agency Officers. — The 
Hon'ble Mr. T. Holme, I. C. S., Agent to the Governor General in 
Rajpiitana went on leave in December 191.0, and was succeeded by 
Lieutenant Colonel P. T. A. Spence I. A. 

On the il 2 nd. December 1019 the Hon’ble Mr. K. E. Holland C. I. E., 
r. C. S., took over charge of the office of the Agent to the Governor 
General. Rajputana, from Lieutenant Colonel P. T. A. Spence I. A. He 
proceeded on leave to England on the ].3th. May 1020 and was relieved 
of his duties by Lieutenant Colonel R. A. E. Benn C. I. E. who was 
subsequently succeeded by Mr. A. T. Holme 1. C. vS. on the 24 th. June 1920. 
AVith the exception of the above period, Mr. A. T. Holme continued to hold 
the charge of the office of the .'\gent to the Governor General, Rajputana, 
throughout the year under report. 

On the 2 nd. March 1920 Lieutenant Colonel P. T. A. Spence I. A., 
took over charge of the offic .-of Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States, from 
Major D. -Af. Field J'. A. and worked as such till Lieutenant Colonel 
A. D. Maepherson I. .V., succeeded him on the Gth. April 1920. 

On the IStli. June 1920, Lieutenant Colonel A. D. Maepherson T. A., 

relinquished charge of the office of the Political Agency, and was succeeded by 
AV. II. J. AA'’iIldnson Esquire C. I. E., I. C. S., who continued to hold the 
charge of the Agency during the remaining period of the vear. 

15- Change in the personnel of State Officers.— In December 
1919 Munshi Chhedalal, Chief Revenue Officer and Settlement Officer, went 

on one month's privilege leave, and was rel’evcd bv Pandit Shiamkunwar, 
Tchsildar. 

Kothari Tejkaran, Scrishtedar, Maha’^ma Khas, relieved Mr. Sanmukhram, 
Firs! Class Magistate and Civil Judge, when the latter went on privilege, 
leave for one month and one day in May 1920. 

In Inly 1920 Pandit Amba Lai, Customs Suptrintendent, w<nt on 
one month and l-O days’ privilege leav-, and was r lievtd bv Mr. Panna Lall, 
Insoector in the Customs Dep.artment. 

Air. Chhajju Singh, State Engineer, Public AAMrlcs Departm nt, 
Banswara Stat“, went on 2 months and 7 days leave without pay, with effect 
from loth. October 1919, and was relieved by Babu Nathu Lai, Sub- 
OvrfSier, who again oOIciat^d for him aft.r 1 st. March 1920, when he 
left. 


In I'cbraar/ 1929 Pandit Chandu Lal was appointed H.ad Mastir, 
King G.-orge A'. School, Banswara, and took over charge of the ])ost 
from Lala Mnkmicband who had been officiating H-ad Master since 20th- 
June 1919. 

Pandit Hari Lal aft.r obtaining Diploma from the Alcdical School 
-\*agpnr, joined th-.; State service as Junior Sub -A.ssislant Surgeon, 
Banswar.i Di.sp.-usary. on the 21 st. Xovemb.r 1919. 
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In November 1919 Dr. Nirapado Banerji, Sub-Assistant Surgeon, 
Incharge Palace Dispensary, went on 18 days’ privilege leave, and the 
work was carried on by the medical staff at the Dispensary under the 
supervision of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, Incharge Banswara Dispensaiy. 

Dr. T. Rimmel, Sub-Assistant Surgeon, Banswara Town Dispensary, 
resigned his post on l/'th. March 1920 and Di'. Nirapado Banerji was 
placed in charge of the Dispensary in addition to his own duties at 
Palace Dispensaiy. 

hlunshi Behari Lai, Boundary Officer, Banswara State, having resigned 
on the 30th. November 1919, Kothari Kastur Chand, Registrar Qanungo 
was appointed to officiate as Boundary Officer, Banswara State, on 1 st. 
December 1919. 

16 . Relation with the British Government and Foreign 
States. — The Darbar’s relations witli the Government of India continued 
to be very cordial, and the Darbar arc very thankful to the Political 
Offic rs for their good advice they gave, wh n consulted. The relation 
Avith the neighbouring States also cortinued to be friendly. 


CHAPTER II. 


Admixistratiox of L-AKO 

17. Survey and Settlement. — The Survey ani Scttlem-nt 
op.r..tioriS in Jagir area were adjourned sine die with a view to firs' 
lake up the work of revision of the assessment of the pr sent KItalsa 
Settlement, as objections were put forward to it by a majori-v of cul:i- 
vaiors This work has been in progress and the total t.xqenditurc 
incurred on this account during the year und r r.-porc w s Rs 7,.')59/ 
bringing tne grand' total to Rs 1,G4,G8G. Tne number of Khalsa, Jagir and 
Muafi vilhgcs in the State at the clos; of the year was 457, G38, and GO 
I’cspeciv. Iv thus bringing the total to 1155 villages. 

18. Land Revenue Demand, Collections, Suspensions, 
Remissions and Tacavi etc. — The Revenue Demird of the State 
for the year under report was Rs 2,25,723/- according to the recent 
Settlement Qistbandi as against Rs. 2,1 9,276/-of the previous year. Of these, 
Rs 1,75,739/- as contrasted with Rs. 1,03,715/- of the last year were collected 
leaving a balance of Rs. 49,984/- and Rs. 1,15, 561/- respectively The balance 
of Rs.49,984/-was due to non recovery of the amount du ; by Raos and 
Charans pending orders on their representations and to the recovery of 

an e.stimated amount of Rs. 40,000/-, having been held in abeyance 
pending revision of asse.ssment owing to cultivators’ deaths, escapes and 
other causes. 

19. Of the arrears of Rs. G3,7G0/- on account of previous year 
Rs 15,001/- were collected leaving a balance of Rs. 48,759/- to be 
recovered ne.\t year. 
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20. Xhc vciii' bsinj^ n £^ocd one, there \vfls no occssion foi remissions 
and suspensions and no Taccavi advances were made either for sinking 
wells or for otlier agricultural purposes, 

21. Boundary Cases,— The number of boundary cases at the close 
of last year was "I, while 2 were filed during the year under lepoit 
thus bringing the total to 3.3, None of these cases could bs disposed of, 
as the services of a suitable Bonudary Officer could not be st cured during 
the year. 

The \h'chhawara ( Banswara vState ) and Oharka ( Palta Knshalgarh ) 
Boundary dispute was dtcidtd in January 1920, by Major D. M Field, 
I, A. Politic il Agent, Sontbern Ktijpmana States, confirming the line 
claimed by the Stare as con'ect. 

Tile Bonndarv Settlement charges during the year under report 
amounted to Rs. 378/--. 

22. Agriculture - -During tiie year under report, Pandit Shiam Lai, 
the Agricultural Inspector, wlio was deputed last year to study the work- 
ing cf the Borrirg jNlacl ire in Putlam, submitted his report. Similar 
operations in this State will be undertaken ne.vt year. 

E.xperimental firm sia'ted last year on a small sc.de made good 
progress this yeir. Pusn wheat Nos. 4, 12, and 13, Cambodia. Amtrican, 
Marwari. and long staple cotton and maize t f a better quality were .sown 
therein without manure by way of e.xperinicnt and the results were found to be 
encouraging. 


During the year under report the cultivation of poppy and cotton 
was encouraged in the Stote Cotton was sown in abon: 3,200 bigha.s cf 
land yielding an outturn of nearly 8,000 maitnds. 

The total e.xpendiaire under head i'griciilitire including Dairy during 
the )ear under report was Rs. 2,148/-. 


CHAPTER III. 

Protectiox. 


23, Legislation. — During the year under report no new act was 
introdiicJd or enacted. The list cf laws in force is given ii appendi.x IL 

24, Military Force. — No Military Force is maintained other than 
the Police and Palace Gin*ds. The latter have no tuilitary value, but they 



servd the purpose for which they are meant. The principle state feudatories 
keep up a csriain number of retainers who can be called up by the 
Darbar, if necessary. All the Jagir Police is now working under the guidance 
of the State Superintendent and is co-operatiiog with the State Police 
in ihe maintenance of peace and order and the prevention and detection of 
crimes. 


25. The strength of the Police Force maintained.*The 
total khaUa I'olice Force including the oflice establishment ot ihe Superin- 
tendent ?.nd excluding village Chowkidars and Dak runners was the same 
as that of last year i,e.lS6. The Jagir Police consi-ted of 77 number as 
against SG of previous year. The total cost of the Police including pay of 
vill ge Chowkidars and Dak runners was Rs. 25,083/- as contrasted with 
Rs. 21,52G/-. The increase in expenditure is due to cost of Uniform etc. of 
Police. The Police proper is distributed into 5 ^Thanas and 8 oiuposis with a 
‘reserve at headquarters. The leserve supplies Jail, Treasury and other guards. 

The men are armed partly with bored out Martini Henry Rifks 

and partly with country weapons The former which were provided by 

Mhow i^rsenal in 1904 on payment, have beceme old and the Da? bar, in 
order to replace them by new ones, are in coiTespondence with the 
Political Ofiicer on the subject. The force was on the whole efficient 
for the preservation of order and prevention and detection of crimes, 
except on Partabgarh border, where on account of constant trouble caused 
by Partabgarh and Mewar Bhils a new Tirana has, since tlie close of 

the year, been established. They are taught elenientarv drill. During 

the year under report, the number of Police men punished departmentaily 

and judicially was (>() and 3 as against 48 and 3 respectively in the 
previous year. 

2G. Village Police. — During the year uiuLr report the number 
of village Chowkidars, maintained in Khalsa villages by tlie Stat-, was 
40 as against 41 of last year, and their cost during the \\ar was 
Rs. 1,GG0/- as contrasted with Rs. 1,793/- of previous year. The Municipality 
maintains ] Havildar and 15 Chowkidars at the Capitah The total cost 
on this account during the year under report was Rs. 1,080/- as again.-.t 
Rs. 1,027/- in last year. 

27. Palace Gnards. — The number of sepoys was the same ns 

in last year i.e. 50, and the total cost on this accoimnt was Rs. 4,741/. 
as contrasted with Rs. 4,584/- of the previous year, 

28. State Band. — The total cost of the Band during the year 

under report was Rs. 2,171/- as against Rs. 2,059/- of last year. The 

number of men was 23. 

29. Body Guards. — The number of Body Guard Sowars was 10 
during the year under report as against 9 in last year, and the cost 
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on their account was Es. ti,2G7l- as contrasted with Rs. 5,^87/- of last 
year. 


iieaidc4 the above expenditure, Rs. 5,77 dJ- were spent on account 
of outfit for Palace Guards’ State Band and Body Guard Sowars. 

.'JO. Working of the Police. — Appendix V and show the 

working of the Police. 

The number of offences reported was 3G1 as agiinst 294 last 
year, showing an increase of Gj. The number of offenders arrested was 
24G as against 24S of the previous year. Of tliese, 168 as against 15G 
of last year were convicted, and GG as contrasted with 4G were acquitted 
or discharged leaving 12 accused as agiinst 4G of last year awaiting 
trial at the close of the year. The percentage of persons convicted to 
persons arrested and sent up for trial was GS 2 as t gainst 62’9 of the 
previous year ( ^^ide Appendix V’’ ). 

The value of property stolen rose from Rs. 19,299/- to Rs. 22,G2G/- 
while the amount of stolen property recovered fell from Rs.9,870/- to 
Rs. 6,118/- . The percentage of property recovered to property stolen was 
thus 27‘03 as against 51T4 of the previous year ( Vide Appendix VI )• 

31. Working of the Jagir Police.— louring the year under 
report 83 offences as agiinst 77 of last year were repo.^ted, and .aG 
offenders as contracted with 57 of previou? year were arrested and sent 
up for trial. Of th;se, 51 as against 32 of last year were convicted, ami 
4 as contratticl with IG were acquitted or discharged leaving 1 accused 
as agains’ 9 of last year awaiting trial ar the close of the year. 

The percentage of convicions to the accused arreste I and sent 
up for trial was 91’07 as contrastel with 56’14 cf last y a'. 

The total value of property stolen was Rs. (5,088/- as against 
Ri. 3,334/- of last year, out of which property valued at Rc. 1,185/- as 
con la-tcd with Rs. 1,410/- of the previous year was recovered giving a 
perce.T.age of 19*4 as agains: 42'29 of last vear. 

32. Finger Impression. -During the year under report the 
li ig.w i.rinl work was inspected by Pandit Madbo l^rasad Nagar, 
In-pectcr, Criminal Identification Department, Rajputana; who remaiked 
that the work in the Banswara .State was systematically performed and 
was on a sound footin". 

Tile linger impression slips sent during the year for record 
to the Bureau at Abu were 63 as agiinst 81 of last year, while 
34 slips as contrasted with 4G slips of the previous year were sent 
for search to the Bureau at Abu rnd other places. Of the 34 
slips sent for search this year, 9 Were traced and 25 remained 
untrccetl as against 4 and 42 in the previous year respectivelv. 
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33. Criminal Justice. — The Supreme Court of the State is the 
Council of which His Highness the Maharawal Sahib Bahadur is the 
President and the Diwan, Vice Presiden^ It is the final court in 
all Judicial Cases. Diring the year under report Thakur Sardar Singh of 
Ganora was appointed to be a Member of the Council in place of Seth 
Man Shankar. 

34. There was no substantial change in the c >nstitution and 
strength of the Criminal Courts below the Council during the year 
under notice except that Banswara and Kalinjara Tehsils were 
amalgamated in one under Third Class Magistrate, Southern Divisiom 
Banswara State. 

35. The total number of cases before the Cou cil during* the 

year under report including two cases pending at the close of the 
list year was 5 involving 4 persons as against G and 7 respectively 

during last year. Of these 5 cases, 4 cases involving 3 accused ‘as 
against 4 and 5 respectively of last year were disposed of leaving 

one case involving one accused pending at the end of the year. 

Of the 3 accused involved in the 4 cases disposed of this year, one 

was discharged without trial and two were convicted. 

36. The total number of Criminal cases brought to trial before 

the various tribunals during the year under report was 459 involving 
G37 persons including 30 case's involving 40 accused awaiting trial at 
the close of the last year, as against 3G3 cases involving 575 

persons during the previous year. Of these, 411 cases involving 572 

persons, as contrasted with 333 cases involving 533 persons of last 
year, were disposed of, and 48 cases involving Gi persons as against 30 
cases involving 40 accused of last year remained pending at the close 
of the year, while 4 accused as against 2 of last year died during 
triah The majority of cases fell under Chapters X.VI and XVII of 
the Indian Penal Code. 

Out of the G37 persons tried this year, 28G were discharged 
or acquitted, 278 convicted, 4 died during or before trial, 8 transfeired 
and 61 remained under trial. 

The following is the distribution of convictions according to the 
nature of punishments awarded:-

nr. Criminal appeals. — During the year under report there tvere 
G applications for appeal to the Council against the decision of the 
First Cla.ss Magistrate as against 7 in last year. Of these appeals

130 admitted and compounded, 447 struck off the file, and 25 otherwise 
disposed of. 

The aggregate value of suits instituted during the year under report 
was Rs. 42,986/- as against Rs. 14,756/- during the previous year. Of 
these, suits to the value of Rs. 31,745/- as contrasted with Rs. 22,540/- 
Avere disposed of during the year, leaving suits to the value of Rs. 11,241/- 
pending at the close of the year. 

The average duration of each case was 159-30 days as against 
1 85*8 days of last year ( Vide appendix X ). 

40. Execution. — The number of applications presented fo*- the 
execution of decrees was 82 of the value of Rs. 7,242/- as against 30 of 
the value of Rs. 4,189/- during the last yeir, wnile 31 of the value of 
R.. 5,038/- were brought forward from the previous year, tims bringing the 
totals to 110 and Rs. 12,280/- and 65 and Rs. 8,262/- respectively. 
Of these, 63 applications of the value of Rs. 4,842/- as against 
34 applications of the value of Rs. 3,224/- of last year were disposed 
of leaving 50 applications of the value of Rs, 7,438/- pending at 
the close of the year. The nature of the applications remaining 
pending at the end of the year was 26 below 6 months, 13 below

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41. Civil Appeals. — The number of appeals prefened to the 
Council against the decision of the Civil Judge, Banswara, and the 
fagir Civil Courts was 7, while 19 were pending at the close oi 
the last year. Of these 2G, 11 were disposed of, leaving 15 pending 
at the close of the year. The aggregate value of appeals filed 
during the year was oulv Ks. 40S/- as contrasted with Ks. 4,898/- in 
last year. In the 11 appeals disposed of this year, the decision of 
tne lower court was confirmed in 4, reversed in 4, amended in 1, 
remanded for re-trial in 1 and compromised or otherwise disposed of 

in 1 respectively (Vide Appendi.x XII ). 

"I'lie average duration of Civil Suits was 28 months and 2 
days as against 10 months and 20 days of last year during the year 
under report. 

42. Review of judgment of Council in Civil Cases. — 

During the year under report the total number of Civil cases for review 
of judgment of Council including two cases pending from last year 
was 8 which awaited trial at the close of the year. 

4 :!. Council miscellaneous cases. - Besides, fifteen cases of 
miscellaneous nature were filed in Council duringr the year under report, 
while eight cases were pending since the close of the previous year 
thus bringing the total to 23 cases. Of these, 16 cases were disposed 
cf leaving 7 cises pending at the end of the year. 

44. Extradition. — Banswara has an arrangement for the 
f.xtradition of criminals with Partabgarh in Rajputana and Jhabua in 
Cei tral India, while mutual e.vtradition e.xists with Bikaner and 
Dungarpur in Rajputana, Jaora, Rutlam, Sailana, Piploda, Gwalior and 
Indore in Central India and the British District of Jhalod, and Panch 
Mahals. The only two adjoining States with which there is an absence of 
reciprocity with regard to e.xtradition of criminals are Mewar and 
Sunth-Rampur, and the Darbar with a view to enter into this new 
arningement, are in communication with the Political Officers on the 
subject. 

During the year under report, Banswaia e.xtradited three accu.sed 
to Panch Mahals District and handed over one accused to Patta Kushalgarh 
Illaka Banswara.

45. Border Courts. — During the year under report only one 
Border Court was held at Dhariawad in Mewar, wherein two cases 
Banswara versus Mewar and two cases Mewar versus Banswara were 
disposed of. In the former a decree of Rs. 150/- was granted in favour 
of Banswara State against Mewar, and in the latter a decree of Rs. 12/- 
was granted in favour of ]\Iewar against Banswara State. 

46. Jail. — The number of prisoners in the Banswara Jail remaining 
over from last year was 63 as against 64 in the previous year, and 
the number admitted during the year under report was 154 as contrasted 
with 155 of last year thus bringing the totals to 217 and 219 respectively, 
Of these 217, 156 were released on e.vpiry of their sentences or on 
some auspicious occasions; 4 died and 57 remained in the Jail at the 
end of the year. 

The daily average of prisoners in the Jail during the year under 
report was 53 as against 55 last year. 

The number of long termed convicts of the Banswara State at 
the Andamans was the sime as last year i. e 4 The average period 
of accused under trial was 22'48 days as contrasted with 30‘56 days 
last year 

The total Jail e.xpenditure including cost of es’ablishment and 
maintenace charges of 4 piisoners in the Andamans and excluding tnat 
of Jail guard which is a part of the Police and is paid from tha, head 
amounted to Rs. 3,900/- as against Rs. 4,773/- of last year:-

The conduct cf the prisoners was generally good throughout the 

year. 


47. During the year under report no epidemic prevailed among tiie 

p'isoners. Only 9 prisoners were treated as In-door patients, out of 

which 5 cured and 4 died. There were also various minor ailments among 
the prisoners who were treated as out-patients, but on the whole the sanitary 
condition of the Jail was good. 

48. Jail industries. — The Jail indnstties continued to make good 
progress during the year under report. Hemp ar.d woolen Asans and 
Daris, Blankets from local raw materid, coarse cloth, Niwar, Ropcs. Ta’pattis 
and netted money bags etc were manufactured in the Jail. Tlie total 
net profit cf the Jail Factory amounted to Rs 919/- as agiinst Rs. 609/- 
of last year. 

49. Registration. — The number of documenis presented for 

registration during the year under report was 6 as against 3 of last year. 
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Tlie aggi’egate value of property entered in tUe dccuinents legistered was 
Rs. 3,S56/- as contrasted with Rs. l,SoO/- of previous year, and the fees 
realised and credited to the Stale amounted to Rs. 10/8/- as against 
Rs. 5/- of last year. Of the si.v documents 4 related to sale deeds, one 
to will and one to miscellaneous, Tliere were no documents remaining 
unregistered pending enqiiirv at the close of the year, as they were all 
di.spo.sed of during the vear. 

50. Municipality, — There is only one 3Iunicipaliry ^^z, the 
Capital, with lighting and sanitarv arrangement in some important villages. 

During tlia year under report two members, Cltaudhri Labh Chand 
and Qazi Ahsan Ali. of the Municipality resigned their munbensship and 
Kothari Fauj !Mal, Private Secretary to His Kighnc'S, and JMiinshi 
hatch Khan, Jagirdtf of Paniinagra, were elected to fill up the vacancies. 
The Municipj] affairs continued to nr ike usual progress. S rect lighting 
and sanitation were much improved by increasing the number of lanterns 

and carts etc. The roads within the Municipal limits were kept in good 
condition, and Kurcha drains and Pncca ramp cons.ructed at the iivCessary 
place-. The Municipal establishment was also strengthened during the 
year under report by creating a pose of a clerk from Jst January l!)e!0. 

Tlie year opened with a cisb balance of Rs. G 508/- in the Treasury, 
while toe receipts of th? year amounted to Rs. 22,904/- bringing 'he 
grand tjt.l to Rs. 29,412/- as against Rs. 18,419/- cLiring the last year. The 
total e.vpenditure of the year was Rs. 11, .807/- thus leaving a closing balance 
of Rs. 18,10.')/- as contrasted with Rs. 11,911/- and Rs. G508/- respectively 
during the previous year 

The e.vpenditure on ihe whole e.stablishment of the Municipality 
during the year under report was Rs. -t,09.1/-. 


CHAPTER IV. 


PROnUCTION- .\NT> DtSTRIRl-TlnN-. 


51. The year under r.-pert was a propitious one. The heavy 
and timely rainfall of 1919 had been sufficient to bring the Kharif crop 
to maturity with a bumper harvest with the e .vc^ptio.! of the Til crop, 
the .sowing of which tvas delayed for want of break h rains. It had also 
astsnred'an equally bumper Kabi crop till the end of August 1919, but it 
being deficient in Septembe-r and siib.sequent months, as also damage done 
by.fro.st, tlie’out-turn of the ICibi crop fell below c.vpectation. On the whole, 
its out-turn was good, and the State wrs thu ; able to allow the e.xport of 
1,05,474 maunds of grain to Malwa and other places ( leaving a sufficient 
quantity behin.l Hr local C'-usumpiion ), 
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52. The rainfall of 1920, though not heavy as that of 1919, was 
favourable, timely and well-distributed. It set in early with breaks in the 
middle of May nearly throughout the State in its mild form which enabled 
the rayats to prepare their fields for cultivation. It was good in the month 
cf June and continued more or less throughout the month. It helped 
much in the growth of crops which were sown. In the month of July it 
was heavier and continued from its second week throughout the State thu; 
causing no break for Til cultivation and affecting maize crop in low lands* 
It filled tanks and rivers. In August it showered occasionally till 15th* 
then a break followed which lasted up to 27th. of the month, when it 
rained and proved timelv and beneficial to crops, as it was then much needed 
for them and to fill tanks for Rabi cultivation. In the month of September 
the scanty rain received during its second week, though timely in 
places, had not benefited the standing crops of Til and R ce. Hence the 
general state of Kharif crops except Sal ( Paddy ), Cotton, Til, and lately 
cultivated maize, was good, but heavy rain was badly required to better 
these crops and fill tanks for Rabi cultivation. It will, ther.fore, appear 
that from the middle of May to the end of the second week of September 
with short breaks, the rainfall, though not heavy, was continuous throughout 
the season. The result was that there was a good Khrif crop, and it gave 
some hopes for a fairly good Rabi crops.

50. Excise.— The rear under report covers second half year of the 
third and the first si.x months of the fourth year of the new Abkari contract 
gi-anted to Seth Firoj Shah Tehramii Kama for a period of ten years 
commencing from the 1st. April 1917 to 01st. March 1927. 


57. Daring the year under report 1,018 gallons of 25° U. P. and 
1,22,954 gallons of 00° U. P. were issuedhrom the Distillery to the Abkari 
shops in the State including Jagir as against 1,818 and 90,095 gallons 
respectively issued last year I he total amount of duty on liquor thus 
issued was Rs. 70,580/- ( viz on liquor of 25° U. P. Rs. 1,418 including 
24." gallons of 25° U. P. issued for spiced liquor, and on liquor of 00° U. P. 
Rs. 09,152/- ) as contrasted \rith Rs. 47,417/- of the previous year. The 
total Abkari revenue including Rs. .30,250/- of the license fee of the vear 
under report and Rs. 873/- on account of the enhanced duty on liquor 
remaining balance at the shops on the date from which the enhanced rates 
Wv-re brought into effect, amounted to Rs. 1,01,703/- as against R-. 07,417/- 
of last year showing an increase cf Rs 34,286/- over the previous year’s 
revenue and Rs. 12,123/- over that of the year before iast. The increase 
in revenue during the year under report was mainlv due to the following 
facts 


1. In accordance with additions and alterations made in the 
Abkari Contract Deed of 1917-27 on the 24th. August 1919, referred to 
in the last year’s report, the rates of duty and retail prices of liquor were 
enhanced with effect from the 1st. October 1919, and in consideration of 
the same, an additional license fee of Rs. 10,250/- was realized from the 
Abkari contractor. 

2. The year under report being a prosperous one. the drinking 
people earned sufficient money to invest it freely in drinking purposes and 
Other amusement?. 

3. Many marriages and death ( Karaj ) ceremonies took place 
in the area specially inhabited .by the Phils, and hence the demand of 
I'qiior was out of expectation in that area.

59. Durirg the year under report one new Abkari shop was opened 
at village Semalia; while one was closed at village Sani-Surpur owing 10 
short sale of liquor. Thus the total number of Abkari shops was the 
same as in last ye 'r i. e. 74. 

GO. The to al cost of Abkari establishment including contingencies 
and travelling allowance was Rs. 2,280/- as against Rs. 2 372/- f f previvous 
year; and the amount of annual compensation paid to Jagirdars of the 
State for doting th-ir stills was R;.

Two offences pertain- 
ing to f rest fire came under observation. Of these, one was detected 
and the other remained untraced, the lire having crept in from Fatta 
Kushalgarh, Illaka Banswaia.

The increase in inapoils 
are mostly noticeable under Gur ( Rs. 574/. as against Rs. 277/- ), Kirkol 
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of all kinds, ( Rs. 3,470/- as CDiitrasted with Rs. 3,172/- ), Cloths of all kinds 
( Rs. G,485/- as against Rs. 4,G04/- ), Kerosine oil etc. ( Rs. G18/- as against 
Rs. 398/-), Tobacco including Cigarettes ( Rs. 5,797/- as conira''ted with 
Rs. 1,52G/- ) and metal?, such as copper, brass etc. ( Rs. G54/- as against 
Rs. 177/- ) of last year respectively. 

■ 7G. E.vport this year was very extensive which fetched a large 

amount of the Customs income of Rs. 1,91,231/-. It is mainlly due to 
the larger e.xport of grains ( 1,G4,474 maunds ), Ghee ( 2,848 maunds ), 
Til, Sarson, Dol etc. ( 23,907 maunds) and “Cattle" ( 15,077 in 

number ) bringing in R>-. 69,208/-, Rs. 45, .575/-, Rs. 27,395/ and 

Rs. 31,1G8/- respectively, which, besides meeting perceptible decreases 
under “ Hid s ’’ Rs. 11,623/- as against R?. 22, 201/-, “ Miscellaneous ” 

Rs. 2,347/- as contrasted with Rs. 3,081/- of last year and others, helped 
considerably to increase the Customs income under e.xport. 

77. The total expenditure of the Customs Department during the 

year under report was Rs. 14,107/- as against Ks. 1 3,935/- of last year. 

78. There were 28 cases for breaches of the Customs Rules 

pending over from last year, while IGO were registered during the ye<ir 
under report, b inging the total to 188. Of th:se, IGG were disposed of, 
leaving 22 pending at the close of the year. Tlie uumber of cases 
brought to register and disposed of last year was 238 and 210 respectively.

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Si. Ginning’ Factory. — There is a cotton Ginning Factory at 
Banswara wcrksd bv mechanical power, and the average number of per.sons 
employed daily in the working season is 30. During the year under 
report the Ginning F.ictory worked sat’sfacioiilv for nearly five months 
and turned out 351 bales of pressed cotton of 40ii Ibi each as against 
nil in last year. It is hoped that the 'Factory will considerably flourish, 
as there is an upward tendency of cotton cultivation in the State, which 
was in its infancy for many years since. 

82 Manufacture. — There are no indigenous industries worth 
noting in the State The local manufactures are wooden toys and other 
lacquered ariclcs. 

83. Public Works. — The e.xpenditure on Public Works during

85. Owing to fair weather roads in the State, a great deal of 
inconvenience is felt in rainy season, when wheeled traffic is clo.sed cn 
account moorish nature of the soil rendering the tracks impassable and 
thus causing great hindrance to trade which is very bri-sk in a good 
y c.ir, when considerable quantities of products are e.vported from the State. 

n to mitigate this obstacle by and by, a ton Steam Road Roller 

t.i> cen bought for Rs, 12,803/- for the consolidation of Pucca Roads 
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in the State, and the first alignment of the Pucca Road proposed to be 
started is from Banswara to Danpur ( a diitance of 21 miles ). 

8G. The Banswara Municipality spent Rs. 2,052/- as against Rs. 3,250/- 
in last year on Municipal Public Works. The decrease in e.xpenditure 
is due to paucity of labourers which is keenly felt here. 

Appendix XIX shows the expenditure on Public Works during the 
year 1919-20. 

87. Post and Telegraph. — During the year under report there 
was neither any change in Postal communications which exist between 
Namli on the Rajputana Malwa line and Banswara through Sailana and 
Danpur, and from Banswara to Sagwara and Dungarpur through Talwara and 
Gai'hi, nor was there any change in telegraph line connecting Bans,vara with 
Namli and Dungarpur, IVlephone line from Banswara to Danpur was laid 
at a cost of Rs, 5,130/- and it has also been proposed to conrect 
Banswara and Vithal Deo with the line as early as conveniently possible. 
After th.t, consideration will be given to connect all the Thanas of the 
State to the Capital by telephone lines. 

88. To facilitate the vilhige Post d communication ti e Postal 
authorities are being moved to open Branch Post Offices at Chhinch, 
Kalinjra, Khamera, Bhungra and Paroda. 

89. A sum of Rs. 34/8/- as against Rs. 53/9/- in last year was paid 
to the Postal autljorities on account of deficiency in the maintenance of the 
Branch Post Office at Danpur. 

90. Mint. — No coins are minte 1 here. The Imperial currency is 
the only legal tend r throughout the btate. 

91. Economic condition. — The good harvest which f .llowed the 
rainfall of last year has much improved the condition of the people who 
paid their demands easily. The e.xport of surplus grain and of Til and 
Ghee etc. strengthened the lesources of the cultivators to with-tand 
fam'ne or scarcity. 

There was no noticeable immigration or emigration. 


CHAPTER V. 


Revenue and Finance, 


92. As already noticed the year under report being a prospeious 
one, there was an increase of income under all the heads ',of the Bug get. 
The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 1,67,G19/- in the Treasury, 
and closed with a balance of Rs. 1,95,122/- after meeting many large 
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( .\t a. r .‘in ry expenditure ns detailed hereafter. The closing balance would 
liave further increased by abotit Rs. 68,000/-, had the total demand due by 
ilic Abkiri contractor come in. 

Oo. Receipts. — The ordinary receipt amotinted to Rs. 7, 71, .55.0/- as 
.og.i!tist Rs 4,60,216/- in last year, and the extraordinary income was 
Rs. 88,475/- as contrasted with Rs. 77,590/- of last year. A perusal of 
appendix XXfl shows that there has been increase under all the heads of 
ilie Budget. 

04. Expenditure.-The ordinary e.xpenditure rose from Rs. 4,68.64:4/- 
to Rs. 5,21,680/- and the extraordinary expenditure from i<s. 1,51,251/- to 
Rs. C, 10.851/-. A peiusdl of appendix XXII cn the expenditure side will 
show the increases and decreases cf expenditure during the year utidtr 
report over that of list year under the different heads of the Budget. 

05. The notable increases on the ordinary side are as under 

(1) “Allowance to His Highness’’ Rs. 52 629/- as against Rs.42,500/- 
of last year due t.) the increase in the household of His 
Highness. 

(2) “Centrtil oflices” Rs 17,60:}/- as against Rs. 13,858/- due to the 
charging of the p .y of the Diwan for the whole year. ( Last 
year there was no Diwan for nearly 5 months and only officiating 
allowance was paid to the officiating man ), and to other 
causes. 

(3) “Medical’’ Rs. 7,551/- as contrasted with Rs. 5,401/- due to 
the further increases of medical stall' and the further increase 
in the grant of medicines. 

(4) “Cash advances’’ and "Loans” Rs. 1,96,400/- as against 
Rs. 1,49,301/- of last year. ( The expendiiure under this head 
is no real expenditure, and consequently the increase of 
expenditure under this head is no real increase ). 

(5) “Miscellaneaus” Rs. 33,1 40/- as against Rs. 29,833/- due to 
the large expenditure under sub-heads “Festivals” and “Charity’’ 
and to the addition of a new .sub-head “Guest House” (there have 
deen decreases under many sub- heads of this major head 
but the total increases out-weigh Bie total decrea.ses by 
Rs 3,316/-). 

06. There have been also noticeable increases under the following 
heads on the Extraordinary E.xpenditure side viz:- 

( 1 ) “Palace” Rs 1 , 08 , 854 /- as against Rs. 20 , 101 /- of last year due 
to the marriage of His Highness with the sister of His 
Highness the.Maharajt Sahib of Idar; to the journey.s of 
His Highne.ss to Mangodi, Malta and Mount Abu and to 
the purchase of jewellery. 

(2) “Public Works” R.s. 68,76 J/- as contrasted with Rs. 26,787/- 
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due to the construction of a Bungalow at Vilhaldeo, to the 
purchase of the Agency Resc House and a steam roller 
for road construction, and to the laying out of a Telephone 
line between Banswara and Danpur. 

(3) “Stable” Rs 11,726/- as against Rs. 1,924/- due to the purchase 
of a female elephant, horses and camels for the Stable. 

(4) “Survey and Settlement” Rs. 7,559/- as against Rs. 15/- due to 
the recommencement of the I'evibion of the Settlement of 
the Khalsa area. 

. (5) “ Maharaj Kunwar Sahib and Maharaj Sahibs’ education” 

Rs. 13,225/- as contrasted with Rs. 9,234/- due to the cost 
of education of the two Maharaj Sahibs who joined the 
h'. Sc. class of the Muir Central College, Allahabad. 

(G) “Police” Rs. 9,50G/- as against Rs. 2,033/- due to the cost 
of uniform for the State Police, Palace guard and Body guard 
and to the purchase of a new set of instruments for the 
State Band.

(7) The increase, under ^^Refunds” Rs. 83,G74/-, as contrasted 
with Rs. 71,099/- is immarerial, as the expenditure under this 

head is no real expenditure. It is only a refund of what has 
been deposited. 

97. On the ether hand, there have been decreases a\si notably 
under the foTowing heads:-- 

On the ordinary side, 

(1) ^‘Revenue Department” Rs. 22,823/- as aga'nst R^. 29,230/- 
due to the part reduction of establishment. 

(2) ‘^Forest Department” including State Garden Rs. 25,506/- as 
contrasted with R'?. 27,260/- and 

(3) ^‘Shutarkhana^^ and '^Stable” Rs. 21,844/- as against Rs.23,482/- 
diie to Tie increased expenditure la-t vear on the maintenance 
of animals of the Garden and the Stable re'p.-ctivcly 
owing to the de mess of provision which was not necessary 
this year. 

On the Extraordinary side, 

(4t ^^Miscellaneous” Rs. 7,635/- as against Rs. 11 053/- due to the 

fact that last year, as in previous years, many war funis 
Wire subscribed. 
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OR. The following is tlie i^ssets and Liability -St ateinci.t:- 
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90. State Bank.- A sum of Rs. 25,000/- as contrasted with 
Rs. 500/- of last year was advanced from the State Bank, and a sum 
of Rs. .34, ^>27/- as against R<. 2, -339/- of la?t year was recovered leaving 
Rs. 05,752/- including inttres; at the close of the year. 

100. The Banswara Commercial B'ank.- To meet the demand 
of the increasing commerce of the State, it has been decided to float 
a Commercial Bank in Banswora, on a Co-op native system with a 
capital of Rs. 50,000/- to be subscribed to by the Public. 

With a view to help the Pank, His Highness has been pleased 
to order that a large amount of State money will be deposited with 
the Bank at a low rate of interest, that the State will grant the free 
use of a well situated shop at Banswara for the Bank and that the 
State would arrange for the watch and ward of the Bank. Beside.s, 
His Highness and family intend to purchase a large number of shares 
of the Bank, which, as mentioned before, will be started ne.xt year. 


CHAPTER VI. 


VlTAI- St.viistics. 

101. Palace Dispensary — During the year under report the 
daily average number of patients treated at the Palace Dispensary was 
31*58. This includes the Royal I'amily as well as servants attached to 
the Palace, The notable diseases treated were Typhoid, Pneumonia, 
!?ycciuer}* and Phthisis etc. Tlie e.xpenditure of the Dispensary was 
Rs. 1.893/- including cost of European medicines. 
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102. Banswara Town Dispensary. — The number of out-patients 
treated at the Town Dispensary was 29,739 as against 29,228 of the 
preceding year, and that of in-patients was 38 as contrasted with 28 of the 
previous year. Of the 38 in-door patients, 21 were cured, 12 discharged 
otherwise, 4 died, and one remained under treatment at the close of the 
year. The daily average number of patients both in-door and out-door 
was 213'70 as against 220'03 of last year. The total number of surgical 
operations performed during the year under report was 655 as contrasted 
with 625 of the previous year. The expenditure of the Dispensary was 
Ks. 5,318/- including cost of European medicines as against Rs. 4,415/- 
in last year. 

103 The total expenditure of both the Palace and Town 
Dispensaries during the year under report was thus Rs. 7,211/ . 

104. Medical Student. — During the year under report Pandit 
Hari Lai, the State student, passed the examination of the ‘Lic-nsed 
Medical Practitioner’' under Medical Degrees Act VI of 1916 at the 
Cential Provinces Medical Examinations Bjard, Nagpur, and joined the 
State Service as Second Sub-Assistant Surgeon. Banswaia Dispensary, 
on -21 St November 1919. 

105. Garhi Dispensary. — The number of patients treated at 
the Garhi Dispensary was 6,087, including 11 in patients as against 
5,695 and 15 respectively of last year. The diily average attendance 
was 34T5 as contrasted v\iih 36’86 of previous year. 01 the 11 in- 
patients admitted, 10 were cured, and 1 was relieved. The total 
expenditure of the Garhi Dispensary was Rs. 1,489/- as against Rs. 1,520/- 
of last year, and the number of surgical operations performed during 
the year under report at the Dispensary was 207. 

106. Out of the chief diseases treated during the year under 

report, the diseases of the Eye top the list followed by milaria, 

diseases of the digestive system ulcer, skin, diseases of the respiratory 
system and those of the connective tissues etc. Fortunately the State 
was free from any epidemic disease during the year under nolici. 

107. Vaccination. — Duri-g theytar under report 1,5 1 2 children 

as against 1,231 in last year were vaccinated, of which 1,486 as contrasted 
with 1,181 of the previous year were successful. Mortality from Small- 
pox during the year was 64 as against 34 in last year. The total 

expenditure on this account was Rs. 340/-. 

108. Births and Deaths. — The number cf births a'ld deaths 

recorded in the State was 1,484 and 1,377 respectively as against 

1,277 and 12,025 of last year. The ratio of births and deaths per 

thousand of population was 8'96 and 8'06 as .contrasted with 7'71 and 
72.61 respec ively of previous year. The number of births and deaths 

in the town of Banswara was 48 and 41 as against 47 and 731 of 
last year. The ratio of births and deaths per thousand of population 
in the town rvas 6'26 and 5 34 as contrasted with 6T3 and 95'38 
of previous year.

Held Master. 


The number cf pupils on icl! in both the jcctions on the 30th. 
September 19*20 was 38(3 a> against 204 on the same date of the last year, 
and the daily average attendance was 28(3*5 as contrasted with 222*2 in 
lUe previous year. 'J'he total expenditure cf the school including contin- 
gencies and Rs. 173/- on account of the Kajput Boarding House was 
Ks 5»453/- as against 4 5(30/- during the last year. 

(b) Girl’s school — Tlie school which Ttmained closed for want of 
a scin>ol mistress for m we than four years i'e* since 1015, commenced its 
work on the 19 th April 1920 with tiie app )in:ine;U of Shrimati jaidevi Bai 
from Bikaner with a number of >eventy girls; but she having not returned 
after ilie summer vacations, the school was put under the charge of an 
aged ]3rahman who remaiiKd in charge of the same wiili the 
exception of the above period. The taimber of girls on roll on the 30th

expenditure on tliis account was only Rs. -1<S/- 

IIC. Villajje Schools.— In order to encourage education of rural 
areas by bringing ic i.nto closer loticli with Sadar Schools, Pandit 
Karuna Shankar of Smskrit School maintained by the Banswara Municipalitv, 
'vas aptrointed as Deputy Inspector on the 1st December 191P to 
inspect the work done by tiie teachers in these schools. He held the 

appointment till .oth May 1020, when Pandit Chimman Lai, the Head 

P.andit of Hindi Section of King George V School was ncminated to 
succeed him. Jkandii Chimman Lai is still wotking as such under the 
supervision of Head Master. 

The work done in the village sciiools has been f driy satisfactory. 

During the year under report the number of hoys on roll on ,‘?0th 
September ll»2o was 'HI as agains: -iru on the same date of the previotis 
year, and liie daily avrrage attend tnce was -iSi as contnisted witii .‘)2-l‘57 
during the last year. 
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The expenditure on account of these schools including contingencies 
and cost of the Inspecting staff amounted to Rs. 2,326/- as against 
Rs. 1,921 /-in the previous year. 

113. The total expenditure on Education during the year under 
report was Rs. 7,827/- as contrasted with Rs. 6,482/- in the last year, and the 
income realized from fees was Rs. 200/- as against Rs. 202/- in the previous year. 

114. Mrs Hamilton Fund. — The Banswara State and the 
Banswara Municipality both subscribe Rs. 48/- each per annum, and Seth 
Atma Ram Bhag Chand Rs. 12/- per annum respectively towards the fund. 
The fund provided ten scholarships to the p mr and deserving students at 
a cost of Rs. 17/- per month as against 2 scholarships costing Rs. 4/- per 
month during the last year. The b dance at the credit of the fund at the 
close of the year including the intereit t’uereon was Rs. 1,985/- as 

contrasted wiih Rs 1 ,738/- during the previous year. 

115. Municipal Schools. — During the year under report Pandit 
Karuna Shankar of Sanskrit Schcol, having been transferred to the post of 
Deputy Inspector of village schools. Pandit Durga Shankar a student of 
that school was appointed to be in chirge of the same. On 5th Mav 1920 
Pandit Karnna Shankar revetted to his o.d pD-,t and he is still working 
as such under the control of ihe Head Master, King George V School, 
Banswara. Both Sanskiit and Arabic Schools are solely maintained and 
Bohra School is given grant in aid of Rs. 100/- jter annum by the 
Banswara Municipality. Tne work done by these schools is fairly 
satisfactory and the yearly expenditure mt this account was R;. 495/- as 
agiinst Rs. 475/-in last year. 

116. Prize distribution ceremony of the school. — The prize 
distribution ceremony of the school took place on 23rd June 1920 under 
the presidency of His Hignness the Maharawal Sahib Bah idur in honour 
of his birthday on 22 nd' June 1920, when His Highness kindly gave away 
the prizes to the successful students. 

The proceedings commenced with the report read by the Head 
Master. Some students recited poems, and in the end the school-masttrs 
and students pkyyed a dram’i to please the audisnea. 

117. Rajput Boarding House. — -During the year under rcpcrt, a 
Rajput Boarding House was estiblished for the sens of the Jagirdars of 
the State, and His Highness the Maharawal Sahib Bahadur, with a view 
to encourage the latter, kindly sanctioned a sum of Rs. 300/- for six months 
by way of experiment. The number cf Board :rs was ten only, while their 
daily" average attendance was 6‘78 . 

The health of the Boarders during the year was generally good 
The Boarding House has been kept in charge of a Superintendent who is 
a teacher in the school. Flis Highness takes a keen interest in the 
education of the sons of the Jagirdars, but the tendency, cf the latter to avail 
themselves of the boon is far from satisfactory.

MrsCELI-ANEOUS. 


IIS. Hamilton Library. — There is only one Library in the State, 
viz. Hamilton Library at the capital. The State and the Municipalitv 
bo;h "ive their donation of Rs. 200/- each ptr annum towards 
it. r tiring the year nndir report Lala Brijbhushan Lai, Municipal Secre- 
tary, was apptinted to be Honorary Secretary of the Library in place 
rf L'.la Hukini Chand, Second Ma-ter, King George V School, Banswara. 
Much improvement has been done in the girden in front of the building 
and the stock of books and the number of newspapers have also been 
increa-ed in Hindi and English both. The Library and the garden 
continued to supply a great need of the town of Banswara. 

119. Prithvi Vijai Printing Press.— On 23rd April 1920 the 
Manager, Mohan Lai of Sitamau, rt signed, and was succeeded by Babu 
Bihari Singh Verma of Narsingarh on the 23rd August 1920. Owing to 
aisence of a responsible officer in the Press far a peried of four months, 
the Press work suffered which resulted in pecuniary loss to the State. 
During the year, the Pres? turned out work to the value of R?. 3,732/-, 
but as account with the Uungarpnr State and the Jagirdars could not 
be Settled by the end of the year, only Rs. 2,182/-wcre. credited to the 
S.ate Treasury. The chief foreign customer of the Press is the Dungarpur 
State. 


120. Snake bite. — The number of persons reported to have been 
bitten by snakes this year was 22 of whom, IS died and 4 were cured, 
3 by incision and application of pennanganate of potasi and 1 by local 
treatment. 


121. Cattle- disease. — Tliere was no cattle disease wortii mention- 
ing during the year under r-pirr, except Rinderpest and foot and mouth 
disease wliicli prevailed mildly in the month of September in certain part.s 
of the Sta'e. 

122. Treasure Trove. — During this year no Tre sure was found 
in the Banswara State. 

12.3. Mines. — Iron was form-rly work'^d to a c nsiderahlc extent 
at Loharia, but at present there are no mines in the State, though it is 
believed that the State, being hillv, is generally rich in minerals. No 
result of the .'ipplications of 2 or .3 Mining Firms for prospecting licenses 
has as yet been arrived af. 

124. Walterkrit Sabha. — At the begining of the vear 25 c.ises 
relating to marriages and 2 to deaths among Rajputs were pending 
while 13S cases of marriages and 27 of deaths as against 07 and GO 
of !a.st year were filed during the year, thus bringing the totals to 103 
and 29 as contrasted with 77 .md 02 respectively of last year. Of 
these, 127 cases relating to marriages and 27 to deaths were disposed 
of leaving .30 and 2 c.ases pending at the close of the year nspectively, which 
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came into term of delinquencies. As regards 27 delinquencies which 
were pending at the close of the last year in the Local Sabha for 
taking action, fine was imposed on delinquents. The number of 
marriages and deaths among Charans was 9 and 1 respectively as 
against nil and 3 of last year. Of these, 7 cases relating to marriages 
and 1 to deaths were disposed of leadng 2 cases pending at the end of 
the year in respect of which there was delinquency. 

12. n. Court of Wards. — The number of Thikanas under manage- 
ment of Mehakma Khas at the end of last year Avas 18 including Garhi. 
Seven Thikanas namely Jharakniya, Jedra, Paroli Rathor, Dewalia Saktawat, 
S.imariya, Bhuwasa and Dewda were added during the year bringing 

the total to 25. Of these, seven Thikanas, namely Ganoda, Bnimsor, 
Tramatia, Ghalkia, Semalia, Bhuwasa and Dewda were restored to their 
respective Jagirdars. Consequently the number of Thikanas under the 
management of Court of Wards as shown in the following statement was 
the same as in the previous year i. e 18. 

Sta ement showing the financial condition of the Thikanas during 
the year 1919-20. 
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126. Garhi Estate. — The Estate of Garhi is situated in the west 
of Banswara, and consists of two hundred and thirteen villages of S, 70, 348 
Bighas of land, with a population of 27,323 souls. The annual gross 
’evenue excluding Jagir and Muafi lands based on average of last 5 years 
is Rs. 1,27,053/-. The Thikana pays a tribute ( Tanka) of Rs. 1,500/8/- 
•o the Banswara State, and a Chaiuh of Rs. 245/11/0 to Sunth fiom 
Sliergarh and Rs. 54/1 1/7 to Jhalod, iJistrict Ranch Mahal fiom Sallupat 
icsptctively. In addition, the Thikana Inlds a jagir in the Dungarpur 

State called Chitri Jagir worth about Rs. 8,355/- a year for which the 
tribute pa d to that State is Rs. 300/8/- per annum. Its area is nearly 
26,720 bighas of land. 

127. The present Rao Hiniinat Singh, who is a Chauhan Rajput, is 
the son of late Rao Rai Singli of Garhi, and succeeded his father on his 

death on the 27th October 1918. was born on the 17ih September 

1914 and is 10th in descent from Agar Singh, the founder of the house. 
Owing to his minority the Thikana is under the managem^'iit of the Darbar 
and is administered through a Manager who exercises the powers of a Third 
Class Magistrate and is a Munsif with powers to hear civil suits up to the 
value of Rs. 100/-. He also exercises certain executive powers of the 
Thikana under supervision of the Meliakma Ivlia; of the State. 

128. For revenue administration, the Estate i*> divided into 2 Tehsils, 
viz, Gnrlii and Shergarh. Tiur:; a Sadai Ad^lat at Gat hi, pre ided over 
by the Manager empowered to cxerc'se the abeve mentioned powers. 
There are two Thanas in the Estate, namely, Garlii and Shergarh* 
under the supervision of the State Superintendent, and the total cos: 
of the Police including pay of 6 Chawkidars, 2 Dak runners, and lO 
Sowars was Rs. 5,933/- during the year under report. 

129. The total income of the Estate during the year rose from 
Rs. 99,698/- to Rs. 1,01,445/- including opening balance of Rs. 14,396/. 
nnd the expenditure from Rs. 85,302/- to Rs. 1,12,272/- leaving a closing 
balance of Rs. 49,173/- at the end of the year. 
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130. The Thikana maintains a Dispensary at Garhi in charge of 
a qualified Sub-Assistant Surgeon, a mention of which has been made 
in chapter VL There are four primary schools in the Estate, one at 
Garhi and three in District. The expenditure on Education was Rs, 888/- 
and the average daily attendance was 39T2 and 110-6 respectively. 
There is a Branch Post Office at Garhi. There is also a Hamilton 
Library at Garhi containing 278 books in stock. 

131. The widow of late Mun-hi Shiva Prasad Karpardaz of 

Garhi^ continued to get her maintenance allowance of Rs. 50/- per 

month which was graciously sanctioned last year by the Darbar for her life 
i*me. As also there are many others who draw their pensions and 
maintenance allowances in the Estate. 

13-. During the year under report Major 1). M. Field I. A. 

Politic 1 Ag nt, Southern Rajputana States, halted at Garhi on his tour 
to Banswcira in the m^nth of January 1920. His Highness the 
M'dharawal Sahib Bahadur graced it bv his visit in the month of 

February 1920, and was pleased to see the smooth working of the 

Estate. 


i;33. It is satibf.ictor V to add that the embarassed condition of the 
T.iikina is improving day by day. 

134. Pensions and Maintenance allowances. — The I arbar 
were pleased to grant a bonus of Rs. 200/- to Munshi Behari Lai, the 
late Boundry Officer, Banswara State, who resigned the post on 30th 
November 1919. 

Besides, a maintenance allowance of Rs. 10/- per month was also 
granted to Nagar Man Shankar, son of Bhola Shankar, late Wasilbaki 
Nawis in the Revenue Department of the State, till he attains majority.

} as to be made to the important event of armistice of the Great War 
which stayed the worldwide carnage of the four preceding years and 

marked the victory of right and freedom and was celebrated on 11th 
November and l-Vdi to loth December 1919 in the following manner:- 

(a) On receipt of a telegram from the Political Agent, Southern 
Kajputata Staths, on 10th November 1919, the anniversar}- of the 
Armistice which fell on the 11 th November 1919 was observed here 
fervently by people bv holding silence for two minutes on Gun-fire exactly 
at 11 A. M. of the day. 

(b) The peace celebrations in Banswara were great success and 
performed with much eclat and enthusiasm. The days from 19tn to 16th 
December 1919 were observed as public holidays. Labourers received 
\\agcs without doing work and prisoners in the ]ni\ enjoyed these holidays 
and one day’s sumptuous food. On the 13th a precession of school children, 
numbering about 800, marched through the main streets of the town under 
British Banners with music playing before it, and sweets were distributed 
to all the children of the: town. Thanksgiving prayers were said in 
temples and mosques by Hindus and Mohammadans respectively on the 
I4ih. On the 15th grain suificient for a week’s consumption was 
clisiribuied to about 800 poor of the town and surrounding villag s. In 
the evening illuminations and fireworks were exhibited. The celebrations 

concluded on the IGch with school and o:her spirts in the Kushalbagh 
Maidan, where His Highness the Maharawai Sahib Baliadur awa ded 
prizes to winners of the various events. Some of the wealthy people 

contributed a large quantiiv of grain for distribution to the ■ poor, and 
in the District too the celebrations were suitably arranged. 

I.'IS. As the small biutjn hole flags, the sile of which was 
intended on the happy occasion of the Peace celebration, were received 
late and consequently could then be of no use, the Darbar contributed a sum 
cf Rs. oOO/- on this account to the Imperial Indian Relief Fund fo^ 
the relief of disabled soldiers etc. which was accepted by tlie Hon’ble 
the Agent to the Governor-General in Rajputana. 

1.39. Besides, the D.arbar offered a donation of Rs. 3,000/- towards 
the Endowment Fund of The Ladv Chelmsford League for maternity 
and child welfare in India.
